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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See 
MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

It was not executed in accordance with either 37 CFR 1.66 or 1.68. In particular, the 
Oath submitted on 2/1 1/2002 only has one invention's signature (i.e., the other inventor's 
signatures are missing). 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: (1) section headings 
are missing from the specification (e.g., Background, Detailed Description, etc.) and (2) no Brief 
Description of the Drawings was provided. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,606,359 
Bl to Nag et al ("Nag"). 
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As to claim 1, a summing device is taught as summer 60, see e.g., column 3, lines 
30-35. In particular, the summing device has a DC control input as 76. An offset 
determining means coupled between the summing output and the DC control input of the 
summing device is taught as Digital DC Offset Correction Circuit 68. The DC-offset 
correction circuit (II, Ql) further comprises a DC blocking circuit coupled to the 
summing output of the summing device and having DC blocking output for providing an 
offset corrected output signal is taught as either digital channel filter 88 or low pass filter 
92 (fig. 3). In particular, both the outputs to the digital channel filter 88 or low pass filter 
92 provide an offset corrected output signal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 2 is are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
6,606,359 Bl to Nag et al ("%") in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,918,169 A to Dent et al 
("Dent"). 

As such to claim 2, Nag discloses DC blocking output for providing an offset 
corrected output signal is taught as either digital channel filter 88 or low pass filter 92 
(fig. 3). In particular, Nag teaches that the LPF 92 could be a FIR or IIR filter, see e.g., 
column 4, lines 24-28. Thus Nag may in fact teach a HPF in view of applicant's 
specification on page 6, lines 14-16 with respect to FIR and IIR. However, assuming the 
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above assumption is improper, the examiner notes the following obviousness rejection 
below. 

Dent teaches the further recited limitation above at e.g., HPF 32 in figure 2. 
The proposed modification of the above-applied reference(s) necessary to arrive 
at the claimed subject matter would be to modify Nag by further including a HPF as part 
of the DC blocking circuit. 

As such, examiner notes that it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art 
prior to applicant's invention to include the above limitation. In particular, the motivation 
for modifying the reference or to combine the reference teachings would be to protect the 
traffic channels from DC offset by removing unwanted DC offsets. In particular, Dent 
cures the above-cited deficiency by providing a motivation found at e.g., column 2, line 
62 - column 3, line 6. Second, there would be a reasonable expectation of success since 
both references teach preventing DC offset. Thus the references either in singular or in 
combination teach the above claim limitation(s). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
7. Claims 3-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
